After eleven years of co-operation and companionship, seventeen of us with Mr, Eiler as our guide 
were ready to complete our last year, There was one new member, Bob Ferrie, who came to join us this 
year, Our class play was "So This Is Bliss" under the direction of Mrs, Catherine Dawald, We sold 
Christmas cards, magazines, and had bake sales to make money for our trip. Our class officers were
